Like many a true Union soldier 
from Kentucky, he was a pro-slavery man, 


down his life forthe Union, he did not volun- 
teer to free the negroes. He strongly 
opposed the emancipation proclamation and 
took the stump against all the Famend- 
ments, the Thirteenth, the Fourteenth and 
the Fifteenth. He helped to nominate Mc- 
CLELLAN on an anti-war platform at Chi- 
cago in 1864. But as he has been a Republic- 
an office-holder or candidate ever since he 
first voted with that party in 1868, and has 
gone further in favor of coercive legislation 
in benalf of the negro than any of his Re- 
publican associates on the bench, he should 
not feel under any necessity to quibble or 
prevaricate about his pro-slavery record. 


MORRISON'S BILL. 
Mr. Morrison has introduced his much- 
talked-of tariff bill at Jast, and from the out- 
line forwarded by telegraph, there does not 
appear to be in it a single teature ofa Nihi- 
listic or incendiary character. 
In the first place, after adding to the free 
list about 100 articles of raw material used 
in our manufactures, it provides for a hor- 
izontal reduction of twenty per cent from 
present duties. With the unanimous con- 
sent of the extreme Proteciionists a reduc- 
tion of ten per cent was enforced for three 
years from 1872, and was then repealed on 
the ground that more revenue was needed, 
and not on the ground that there was insuf- 
ficient protection in any quarter. Moreover, 
the Commission of Protectionists organized 
and set at work by the Jast Republican Con- 
gress took testimony in ailt he manufacturing 
districts, and recommended a_ horizontal re- 
duction of twenty-five per cent, a thorough 
investigation having clearly shown that the 
remainit rate would afford ample pro- 
tection. So Mr. Morrison’s bill comes up 
to the protection standard, and to prevent 
its failing in that respect he has inserted a 
provision that the twenty per cent reduction 
shall not in any case impose lower rates 
than those imposed by the MorRILL tariff 
of March 2, 1861. 
That MORRILL tariff was the dDeau ideal 
of the Protectionists as a tariff for peace 
times, when there was no internal revenue 
tax. The present tariff is probably -thirty- 
three per cent higher, as the following com- 
parisons will show: 

Morrill. Present.

Of course the full bearing of Mr. Mor- 
RISON’sS bill can only be computed by ex- 
perts from afull exainination of the sched- 
ules and all the specific provisions, limita- 
tions and exceptions therein. Even then 
there can be only approximate estimates of 
its probable operation as to yield of revenue. 
The ideais to cut down the average rate of 
duties from about 42 to about 35 per cent, 
and thereby to reduce the Custom House 
revenues _from $210,000,000 to somewhere 
about $175,000,000, 

lf it will do this it will accomplish a much 
needed reform, All the interests affected 
by it will be heard by the committee before 
itis reported, and will be represented in 
the House when it comes before that body. 
The perfection of its details isa business 
matter which will no doubt expose every 
item to the keenest inspection, sharpened by 
self-interest. 

Of the bill as outlined, however, we must 
say that it does not seem to threaten with 
hostile invasion any ground sacred to the 
protection of American industries, nor 
does it seem to afford any ground 
for serious conflict between the alleged 
Free Traders and the alleged Protectionists 
of the Democratic party. A _ protective 
margin of 33 per cent. in duties, with al! the 
advantages our home manufacturers have in 
transportation and cheap food, will surely 
satisfy ail but the most extortionate poolers 
of monopoly. It is more protection than 
was ever demanded or dreamed of before 
the war, and before the art of pooling privi- 
leges conferred by legislative favor made 
gigantic corporations and a haughty oligar- 
chy of millionaires the overshadowing feat- 


ure of our social life.

Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Hearing. 


St. Louis, February 5, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Every citizen will admit that if the above bill is 
to pass, it should be perfected, so as to protect 
the rights of the city, as much as possible. And 
I, as one,do not believe that the company in 
whose interest the ordinance is proposed, is mere- 
lya benevolent institution, with the sole inteut 
of furnishing gas at alow price. Onthe con- 
trary, I believe that it intends to make imoney, 
and the more the better it will like it, and that 
the proposed ordinance is drafted with a view to 
thatend. Itis to be expected thatas soon as 
this proposition becomes a law, the company will 
claim it to be a contract, which cannof be varied 
without its consent, and: that the city has lost its 


control until the year 1910. Andin fact section 
fourteen especially ‘provides’ that the company 
agveds to comply with the ordinances, to be en- 
acted in theiuture so far{and 80 far only) as reijate 
to the Keeping of the street in repair or Diacing 
stop-cocks. But there is no promise even on thie 
part of the company to comply with any future 
ordinances, Or With any regulations, which the 
council may hereafter see proper to make. On 
the centrary, the very fact of limiting 
this agreement to the special 
matters pointed out in section 14, 
proves that as to all other matters, the company 
will not feel itself bound by future legislation. 
This should at once be remedied before tne ordi- 
hance is permitted to pass. Again, there is no 
provision which limits this company to dealing in 
water gas. it is true that in sec. % it Is stated that 
the company shall at no time charge more than 
$160 tor 1,000 cubic feet of gas, which shall be 
carburetted water gas; but this is no limitation to 
the sale of water gas, nor dves it prohibit the 
company from dealing in other gas. hat section 
simply says, you shall not charge more than $1 60 
for tbat Kind of gas which is Known as carburet- 
ted water gas. Aud that is all that it does 
This section 9 is infact the only section wiiteh 
speaks of water gas. which is very strange. and 
section 1, which defines the reasou why ihe emn- 
pany is given the privileges, says tliat the same 
are given “for the purpose of heating and light- 
ing public and private buildings; upon the terms 
aud conditions herein expressed,” thus leaving 
the material or the Kind of gas entirely unprovid- 
edfor.

Take for example the 
Cupples fire on Main street; the fire oh Seventh 
and Elm;also the fire on Fourth and Wainut, 
where poor Conway lost his life, and later at the 
Sunday morning fire at E. O. Nelson’s, on Eighth 
and St. Charles. If it could nox be remedied, no 
ianlt could be found, butitcan. There is a shut- 
ter that can be opened from the street at any 
height by a stream from aun engine in from three 
to five seconds.

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History of the Struggle Which 
: Closed Uhrig’s Cave. 


Some Interesting Facts About an Old 
Landmark—The Struggle Between Mr. 
McNeary and Chancellor Eliot—What 
McNeary Will Probably Do. ’ 


On Saturday night the bar at Ubrig’s Cave was 
closed by the proprietor, Thomas McNeary, as 
the result of the legal fight Involving a number of 
license cases. It is closed, pending a decision by 
the court, and for the first time in thirty years the 


thirsty citizens in the neighborhood of Washine- 
ton and Jefferson avenues are unabie to 
get their regular liquid refreshment at 


the accustomed place. The Cave bas enjoyed 
rather a varied history as a place of amusement 
and public resort. It was first. opened on the 4th 
of July, 1853, by Joseph and Ignatz Uhrig, who. 
baa fitted it up asa beer garden with a concert 
bail in the center of the plat of ground consisting 
of two acres. The Uhrigs conducted the garden 
until 1858 or 1859 when they leased itto Bowers & 
Gardner, who ran it in the same manner as a gar- 
den and coneert hall. During the occupancy, 
bowever, of the Ubrigs it obiained the name of 
the “Cave,” which it has always retained, This 
was taken from the deep and enormous .cellar 
constructed by the proprietors for the, storing of 
beer maruiactured by the Unrig brewery. This 
cave was excavated under the plat of ground, and 
consisted of five immense compartments, The 
excavation cost upwards of $42,000, and the Cave 
has a storing capacity of 12,000 barrels of beer. 
The top aren of the eave is about 40 feet from the 
surface of the ground, the great depth securin 
an evén and low temperature in every season 0 
the year. In extent it begins thirty feet from 
Lucas avenue and runs to Washington avenue, a 
distance of about 170 feet. Ic is 100 feet in widt 
On each siae of the main compartment are others, 
three on tne east side and one on the west side, 
each about 18 feet wide. The Unrigs’Stored the 
beerin the cave in the winter and distributed 
it from there to customers in summer. 
Bowers & Gardner held the place for two or three 
years, when it was re-leased to John Goodyear 
on a percentage of the receipts. After Goodyear, 
the next tenant was Herman Abel, who paid an 
annual reut of $1,200. During this time the eay 
other buildingon the block Was another hall, 
which was known as Reichert’s beer garden, This 
buliding 
WAS PURCHASED BY CHANCELOR ELIOT, 

who has been the most prominent person in the 
warfare against the Caves’ saioon. Dr. 
Eliot had the house turned into 
a residence, and for a number of years the onlv 
occupants of the block were the chancelor and 
the proprietor of the garden. It was under the 
proprietorship of Christian Nupz that the Cave 
was putin its present condition and becaine an 
al fresco theater. Mr. Nunz bought the fittings 
and furnishings of the garden from Abel for $4,- 
500, and paid an annual rentage of $1,200 for 
three years. Then it was raised to $1,600, 
and finally to $2,400 per year. He con- 
ducted the piace as a beer garden and 
concert hall at first, but in 1869 he commenced 
giving summer night concerts, beginning with six 
pieces of music and charging no admission, In 
three years the orchestra was enlarged to thirty 
pieces, and Seeenaes pane of fifteen and twenty- 
five cents were fixed. It sprang at once into 
popularity, -and became the most fre- 

uented resort on summer evenings in 
the city. The orchestra was successively 
undere® the leadership of Sauter and Vogel. 
Prior to the summer concerts regular dances were 
given on Sunday, but these were stopped when 
the concerts began. The concerts were so suc- 
cessful that, in 1875, Mr. Nunz refitted the place 
throughout, putting up the present stage and 
buildings in piace of those that had stood in the 
garden. Three years afterwards the first season 
of summer thestricals was opened with 
“Pinaiore,” which was then in the height 
of its popularity. The innovation 
took admirably and for the following season the 
garden was leased to Short & Collins, aud since 
then the

Application was made for a license but the oppo- 
sition to such an establishment was so strong 
thatthe proprietors soun abandoned it, Mr. 
Thos. cNeary, the® present _ proprietor, 
then undertook to locate at this 
place, and since thena bitter fighthas been in 
progress. Mr. me ap claims that at one time 
16 had the necessary signers to his petition and 

as nothing could be urged against his private 
character he was entitled to the license of which 
he was deprived by the Collector, who interested 
himself on the side of Dr. Eliot and the property 
holders who opposed him. t the 
Collector’s Office it is claimed that McNeary never 
had the requisite number of signers. Shortly 
atter he located at the place and made an appli- 
cation for a iicense a special canvas was e of 
the block by a Deput Collector, 
who reported that the qualified signers 
were equally divided. This, is 
claimed, was the nearest approach to 
majority that the applicant ever had. Collector 
Hudson refused the license, and cases of violating 
the license laws were instituted at once and in 
abundance. Before pou the defendant was re- 
markably successiul, receiving a verdict in his 
favor in a majority of the cases so. tried 
agaiust him, and the dismissal of many 
others which were based on testimony 
similar to that in the adjudicated cases. The 
real question involved is of the greatest interest 
to saloon Keepers in this ci ana is now before 
the Supreme Court. In *his Messrs L. D. Seward 
and R. McDonald have Attacked the whole license 
system.

Under What Circumstauces Administrators 
are Liable for Compound interest. 

In the case of the State to the use of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States ys Levi UC. Defoe, administrator of 
the estate of Levi Defoe, deceased, David D, 
Lynch and Marshall Kingand Levi Defoe indi- 
vidually, Judge Lubke this morning, awarded 

udgment in favor of plaintiff for $365 32. Levi 
foe during his lifetime was the execuior of the 
estate of Robert P. Huckstep, wio died on Sep- 
tember 9, 1868. By his will he devised to the 
plaintiff a legacy of $251 95. The money was not 
aid during the administracor’s lifetime and after 
is death this suit was brought against 
his son, Levi C. Defoe, and the sureties on his 
bond, Lynch ana King. The plaintiffs asked for 
compound interest at the rate of 10 per cent per 
annum. This ciaim for compound interest rests, 
savs Judge Lubke, “under the rule which makes 
administrators liable for compound interest at 
the highest rate where they have concealed 
property of the estate, or have used it for their 
own profit.. I tind nothing in the evidence to 
show there Was any such concealment here or 
that Defoe made any profit out of this small fnnd. 
The damages of plaintiff are therefore assessed 
at $251 95 and interest thereon at 6 per ceut from 
August 3, 1875.”

How the Colored Sister Keeps the Old 
Witch from Riding Her in Her Sleep.

A policeman was searching a negro house 
in Campbeil’s block yesterday, and turning 
over a piliow on the bed founda case-knife 


under it. 

“What is this knife here for?” he asked, 
sternly.
